Jupiter loved Þ the Daughter of 
Inachws ; and enjoyed her. When Tuns ablerved that 
Fupiter was abſent from Heaven, ſhe juſtly ſulpeged 
that the Purſuit of his Amours was the cauſe of his 
Abſence. Therefore ſhe immedgiatelyflew down to 
the Earth after him, and luckily found the very Place 
where Fupiter and Þ entertained themſelves in pri- 
vate. As ſoon as Jupiter perceiw d her coming,fearing 
2 Chiding, he turned the young Lady into a white 
Com, Funo ſeeing the Cow, asked who ſhe was, 
and from what Bull ſhe came? ſays Fupiter, ſhe was 
born on a ſudden out of the Earth. The cunning 
Goddeſs ſuſpecting the matter, deſired the Cow, 
which Jupiter could nat refuſe, left he ſhould in- 
crteaſe her Suſpicion.

SYLVANUS. 


A cho many Writers confound the Sylvaui, 
Fauni, Satyri, and Silenji, with Pan; yet 
many diſtinguiſh them; wherefore we will treat of 
them ſeparately, and begin with Sylvanur. 

That old Man is Sylvanus, whom you ſee placed 
next to Pan, with the Feet of a Goat, and the 
Face of a Man, of little ſtature; * he holds 
Cypreſs in his Hand ſtretched out; he is ſo call'd 
from Syluæ, the Weeds; for he preſides over them. 
_ * He mightily loved the Boy Cypariſſus, who had a 
tame Deer, in which he took great pleaſure. Sylvanss 
by chance kill'd ic, whereupon the Y outh died for 
grief. * Therefore Sylvanus changed him into a 
 Cyprefs Tree, and carried a Branch of it always in his 
Hand, in memory of his Loſs. 5 
There were many other Sylvani, who endeavoured 
as much as they could to violate the Chaſticy of 
Women. S. Auſtin ſays, * that they and the Fauni 
( commonly called Incubi) were oftentimes wicked 16 
the Women, defiring and enjoying their Embrace. And 
 Parroſays that they were very miſchievous to big- 
bellied Women.

M. The Painter was modeſt, and therefore 
painted but half of him; becauſe he is a ſhameleſs 
and obſcene Deity. His Name is Priapm. Lam 
aſhamed to tell the Story of him, he is ſo very filthy. 
And therefore I ſhall ſay only that he was the Son 
of Venus and Bacchus, born at Lampſacn:; where 
his Mother hating his Deformity, and the Diſpro- 
portion of his Members, reje&ed him. Yet he 
pleas d the Women of Longer? inſomuch that 
their Husbands baniſh'd him from the City, * 
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the Oracles Command he was recall'd, and made 


God of the Gardem, and crowned with Garden 
Herbs. He Carties a Sickle in his Hand, to cut cf 
from the Trees all ſuperfluous Boughs, and to drive 
away Thieves and Beaſts, and milchievous Birds 3 
from whence he is called Avi r. Therefore his 
Image is uſually placed in Gardens, as we may learn 
from * Tihallas, Virgil, and Horace. He is called 
Helleſpentiacus by the Poets, becauſe the City Lempſe- 
cus where he was born was ſituate upon the Helleſ nt. 
All agree that he was very deformed, and they ſay 
that this was the Occaſion of the Deſormity of this 
God. When Juno ſaw Venm was big with Child, 
ſhe was jealous; and therefore under pretence 
of aſſiſt ing her in her Labour, ſhe ſpitefully muluſed 
her,ſo that the young Child was ipoil'd and deform'd, 


Faſeinum; all which three Names ſavour of Obſcenity :

For 
which two profitable Inventions, the Antients paid 


him-Divine Honours. 
He was otherwiſe call'd Namius and Agræus, 2

P. Why are there only Three Furies? 

Al. Becauſe there are Three predominant Paſſi 
ons of the Mind, Anger, 2 and Luft, by 
which Mankind is chiefly hurried into all ſort of 
Wickedneſs. For Anger begets Revenge, Cove 
| tonſneſs provokes us to get immoderate Wealth by 
right or wrong; And Luft perſuades us to purſue 
our Pleaſures at any rate. Indeed - ſome add 2 
Fourth Fury, called Liſſs, that is, Rage and Madneſs; 
but ſhe is eaſily reduc'd to the other Three, As allo 
Erinmys, a Name common to them all. 

P. What is the Office of theſe Furies? 

A. They are appointed to obſerve and pnniſh 
the Crimes of ill Men; and to torment the Ca- 
ſciences of ſecret Offenders, Whence they are com- 
monly alſo entituled, - The Goddeſſes, the Diſcove- 
rers and Revengers of evil Adi. They puniſh 
and torment the Wicked, by frightning andfollow- 
ing them with burning Torches. Tou ſee the Picture 
of them there; and you will find them beautifully 
d deſeribed in the twelfth Book of Virgil's e/Eneis.

Children was born firſt, he ſhould be ſuperior tothe 
other: Juno accelerated Euriſt beuss Birth, fo that 
he was born afier ſeven Months, and came into 
World before Hercules. Again, ſhe ſent two Vi- 
ah to deſtroy him when he lay crying in the Cradle: 
t'ewas in vain; for tho valiant Infant griped em 
in his hands till they periſhed by his graſp+as we are 
told by Ovid.

TIE had two proper Names, Hercules and Alci- 
des: but his Surnames are innumerable. His 
Farents cali'd him Alcides, from his extraordinary 
firength :; becauſe he greatly excell'd all Mankind 
in . He was afterwarcs calld Hercules, 
from the Glory which Fuze cauſed him. For her 
| hatred and unkindneſs towards him was the great 
means of the Increaſe of his Glory : for when ſhe ex- 
poſed him to the greateſt Dangers, ſhe made his 
Glory and Honour moſt illuſtrious, and by enjoin- 
ing him ſo many Labours, ſhe only exerciſed his 
Patience and Courage. 
The S»rnemes I choole rather to omit, becauſe it 
is plain, that he derived them either from the Pla- 
ces where his mighty Feats were done; or ſrom the 
Actions that he per form d with, Applanſe and Ho- 
nour; which I will eareſully and diſtinctly recount :

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report, that he was ght up by Cben the 
Centaur; and fed, inſtead of Milk, with the - 
Entrails of Lions, and the Marrow of Boars 
and Bears; ſo that by that means he received an 
immenſe greatneſs of Soul, and ſtrength of Body: 
And from him, thoſe who greatly excelled in 
ſtrength were called Achilles ; *and an Argument 
is call'd Acbilleum, when no ObjeRian can weaken 
or diſprove it. ; 1 1 
Thetizs his lMother had heard from an Oracle, 
that he ſhould be killed in the Expedition: againſt 
Troy: On the other hand, Calebas the Diviner had 
declared, that Troy could not be taken without him. 
By the Cunning. of Ulyſſes he was forced to go: 
Por when his Mother Theris hid him in a Boarding - 
School (Gynzeceo) in the Illand Scyros Cone of the 
Ciclades) in the Habit of a Virgin among the Daugh- 
ters of King Lycomedes, Ulyſſes diſcovered the Trick, 
for he went chither in the Diſguiſe of a Merchant, 
and brought with him ſeveral Goods to ſell: The 
King's Daughters, as is the Temper of Women, be- 
gan to view and handle curiouſly the Bracelets, 
the Glaſſes, the Necklaces, and ſuch like Womens 
Ornaments. But Achilles on the contrary laid hold 
of the Targets, and fitted the Helmets to his Head, 
and brandiſhed the Swords and placed them to his 
fide ; Thus Ulyſſes plainly diſcovered Achilles from 
the Virgins, and compell'd him to go to the War, 
after Vulcan, by Thetis's Encreaty, had given him 
impenecrable Armour, Acbilles at Troy killed He#:r 
the Son of Priemus 3; and was killed himſelf by 
Paris, by a Trick of Polyxens.

Poyxena was the Daughter of Priamus, King of 
Troy; à Virgin of extraordinary Beauty; Achilles 
by chance ſaw her upon the Walks of the City, and 
fell in love with her, and defir'd to marty her, 
Priamus conſented; they met in the Temple of 
Apollo to ſolemtmm the Marriage: where Paris, 
the Brother of Hector, coming in privately, and 
lacking behind Apollos Image, ſhot Acbiller ſudden- 
ly with an Arrow, in that part of his Foot in which 
only he was vulnerable. After this Trey was taken, 
and the Ghoſt of Achilles demanded Satisfaction 
for the Murther, and the Grecien: appeaſed him 
with the Blood of Polpxenss © 
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U Lyſſes was ſo named becauſe when his Mother 
ns travelling as ſome ſay in the Iſland Ibecs, 
as others ſay in Bæotia, ſhe fell down in * the Road, 
and brought him into the World. He was the Son 
of Laertes and Anticles. His Wife was Penelope, a 
Lady highly fam'd for her Prudence and Virtue. 
He was unwilling that the Trojan War ſhould part 
him and his dear Wife ; wherefore to avoid the Ex-

pedition, he pretended to bo mad, joining different 
Beaſts to the ſame Plongh, and ſowing the Furcows 
with Salt. But this Pretence was detected by Pa- 
lamedes, who threw his Infant · Son into the Farrow 
which Uhſſes was plowing to ſee. whether Ulyſſes 
would ſuffer the Plough ſhare to wound him ar no. 
When he came where his Son lay, he turned the 
Plaugh another way, leſt he ſhould huft him: And 
from hence they diſcoverd that he was not a 
Madman, and compelled him to go to the War: 
where he was mighty ſerviceable to the Grecian: : 
for he was almoſt the fole occafion of taking the 
Town ; fincs he removed the fatal Pledges by 


| which ic was ſecured. For he brought Achilles (as 
I faid) to the War, out of his Retreat. He obtained 


o

the Arrows of Hercules from Phile&etes, and brought 
them alſo againſt Trey. He brought away the Aſhes 
of Laomedon, which were preſerved upon the Gate 
of Scæs in Troy. He ſtole the Palladium from the 
ſame City. He killed Rheſu: King of Thrace, and 
took his Horſes, bzfore they had taſted the Water 
of the River Xanthes, In which things the Deſtiny 
of Trey was wrapped up. For if the Troeni had 
preſerved them, the Town would have remained 
impregnable. V 
Aſterwards he contended with Ajax, the ſtouteſt 
of all rhe Grecians, except Achilles (the Son of Tela- 
mos and Heſione) before Judges, for the Arms of 
Achilles. The Judges were perſuzded by the Elo- 
quence of Ulyſſes, and gave Sentenc: in his Favour, 
and affien'd the Arms to him. This Dipole” 
ment made 4jax mad, whereupon he kill'd hümſelf, 
and his Blood was turned into the Fiokr, © 
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 Ulyfeesſailed Twenty Years; for contrary Winds 


and ill Weather hinder'd him from coming home. 
In which time, 1. He put out the Eye of Pohphemus 
with a Fire brand: and ſailing from thence to lia, 
he obtained from Æolus all the Winds which were 
contrary to him, and put them into leathern Bags. 
His Companions, believing that the Bags were fil- 
led with Money, and not with Wind, intended to 
rob him; wherefore when they came almoſt to 
Lbaca, they unty'd the Bags, and the Winds guſhed 
out, and blew him back to alis again. 2. When 
Circe had turned his Companions into Beaſts, he firſt 
fortified bimſelf againſt her Charms, wich. the An- 
tidote that Mercury had given him, and then ran 
into her Cave with his Sword drawn, and forc'd 
her to reſtore to his Companions their former ſhape; 
again, After which Circe and he were reconciled,and 
he had by her Teleponur.y 3. He went down into 
Hell, to know his Fortune from the Prophet 
Tweſia:. 4. When he ſail d to the Iſland of the &. 
rem, he ſtopped the Ears of his Companions, and 
bound himſelf wich ſtrong Ropes to the Ship's Maſt ; 
whereby 228 the dangerous ſnares into which 
by their charming Voice, they led Men. And 
laſtly, after his ſhip was broken and wrecked by the 
Waves, he eſcap'd by ſwimming, and came naked 
and alone to the Port of Pheacis, where Newſica, 
he Daughter of King Alinow, found him hid 2 
mong the young Trees, and entertained him ciyilly ; 
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and when his Compamons were found, and his 
Ship reſitted. he was ſent aſleep into Ibecs, where 
_ Polls} awaked him, and adviſed him to put on the 


Habit of a Beggar. Then he went to his Neat-herds, 
where he found his Son Telemiachus ; and frotn thence 
| 47 bs 
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he went home in Diſguiſe, Where, after he had 
received ſeveral Affronts from the Wooers of Penelo- 
ze, by the Aſſiſtance of the two Neat herds and his 
Son to whom he diſcovered himſelf, he ſet upon 
them and killed them every one : And then recewed 
his Penelope, 5 i # 
Penelope, the Daughter of Icarus, was a rare and 
perfect Example of Chaſtity. For tho it was 
rally thought that Ulyſſes her Husband was dead, 
fince he had been abſent from lier twenty Tears; 
nevertheleſs, neither the Deſires of her Parents, nor 
the Solicitations of her Lovers, could prevail with 
her to marry another Man, and violate thoſe Pro- 
miſes of Conſtancy which ſhe gave to her Husband 
when he departed. For when many Noblemen 
courted her, and even threatned her with Ruin, 
unleſs ſhe declared which of them ſhould marry her; 
ſhe: defired that the Choice might be defer'd till 
ſhe had finiſhed that Needle-work, about which ſhe 
was then employ'd. But undoing by Night what 
ſhe had worked by day, ſhe delay'd them till Ulyſſes 
returned and kill'd them all. Hence came the Pro- 
verb to weave Penelope's Web, that is, to labour in 
rain ʒ when one Hand deſtroys what che other has

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CHAP. XII.

pf HAT was the Birth of Orion? = 

f M. Modeſty will hardly let me tell 
you. However I will conceal nothing from you. 
They ſay that be was born from the Urine of Fu- 
piter, Neptune, and Mercury. For when they tra» 
vell'd together, they were benighted, and forced to 
lodge in a poor Man's Cottage whoſe Name was 
Hircus. He entertained them as handſomely as the 
| Meanneſs of his Condition would ſuffer : Their 
Entertainment pleaſed them ſo, that they promiſed 
to grant whatever he asked. He ſaid, that he had 
promiſed. his Wife, when ſhe died, never to marry 
again; and yet, that he extreamly deſired to have 
a Son. This pious Deſite pleaſed the Gods, and 
they conſented to his Requeſt 3 and moiſtned the 
Hide of an Ox (with which they were entertained) 
wich their Urize, commanding him to bury it ten 
Months: Aker he digg d it up, and found in it 
new born Child. which, from this Occaſion, he 
call d Urion or Orion. f 8 ; 
Orion, when young, was a conſtant Companion 
to Diana. But becauic his Love to the Goddeſs ex- 
cecded the bounds of Modeſty, or becauſe, as ſome 
ſay, hz extolled the ftrength of his own Body very 
undectntly, and boaſted, that he could conquer and 
take even the wildeſt and fierceſt Beaſts; this Arro- 
gance grievouſly diſpleaſed the Eartb; wherefore 
ths ſent a Scorpion which kill'd him. He was after- 


wards 
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w1rds Carried to the Heavens, and there made 4 
Conftetlation 5 which is thought to predict foul Wea: 
ther when it does not appear, and fair when it is vi» 
hble : whence the Poets call him * rempeſfnous or 
formy Orion.

Years But he was ſtirred up, by the Deſire of 


Glory, to leave his Kingdom to his Brother Agia. 
lu, wherefors he ſailed into yt, to ſeek a new 
Name and new Kingdoms there. The Egyptian, 
were not ſo much overcome by his Arms, as obliged 
to him by his Courteſies and great Kindneſſes to- 
wards them. After which he married I, the 
Daughter of Inecbus, whom Jupiter formerly turn d 
into a Cow, as we laid above: but when by her 
DiſtraRion ſhe was driven into Egypr, ber former 
ſhape was again reſtor'd, and ſhe married Ofiris, and 
taught the Egyptians Letters, Wherefore both he 
| — 
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and her Husband attained to Divine Honours, and 
were thought immortal by that People. But Offris 
ew d that he was mortal; for he was kilF'd by his 
Brother Typbon: Io (afterwards calf'd 16s) fought him 
a great while; and when ſhe had found him at laſt 
in a Cheſt, ſhe laid him in a Monument in an Iſland 
near to Memphis, which Iſland is encompaſſed by 
that fad and fatal Lake, the Styx. And becauſe 
when ſhe ſought him ſhe Had uſed Dogs, who by 
their excellent Virtue of Smelling, might diſcover 
where he was hid ; thence the antient Cuſtom came, 
that Dogs went firſt in anniverſary Proceſſion in 
honour of Is. And the People carefully and re. 
ligiouſly worſhipped a God with a Dog's Head, 
call'd Azsbis; which God the Poets commonly call, 
* Barker, «a God half a Dog, 4 Dog balf «a Man, He 
is alſo call'd * Hermanubis : becauſe his Sagacity is 
ſo great, that ſome think him to be the ſame with 
Mercury. But let us return to Offris and [/is, 


__  Aﬀerthe Body of Ofiris was interr'd, there ap- 


pear'd to the Egyptian a ſtately beautiful Ox: The 
Eg 77tians thought chat it was Oferis, wherefore they 
worſhipped it, and calld it Apis, which in the 
Egyptian Language fignifies an Ox, But becauſe 
his Body, after his Death, was found ſhut up in a 
5 Cheft ; he was afterwards from thence called Sora: 
dit, and by the change of a Letter Serapis ; as we 
ſhall ſee more clearly and particularly by and by, 
when I have obſety d that Platareb ſays, that Ofiris 
was thought to be the Sun; his Name comes from
